“She finally went to her lawyer 
and he advised her to see Still in an- 
swer to his repeated requests and find 
out what he wanted,” Dr. Alford said. 
“I went to the football game at Athens 
Saturday afternoon, and Monday. 
when Mrs. Still didn’t report for work. 
I asked the other employes if they had 
heard from her. They said no, but 
that her husband had called her about 
15 times Saturday afternoon. 

“TI got in touch with Mr. Brewer. 
the head of the dry cleaning company 
for which Still worked, and he told 
me that Still asked him Sunday 
morning to lend him his automobile 
for about half and hour, that he 
wanted to meet ‘Peggy’ for a little 
while. That was the last Brewer 
heard of Still. It was his automobile.

racketeers were not on the police pub- 
lic enemy list.

valley from the Meriwether inn on 
Pine mountain. 

And they recalled that he _  ob- 
served only last year that “almost 
never does the congress sit during 
the latter part of November.” 

According to a custom of years, 
President Roosevelt presides over the 
Thanksgiving dinner. The “mem- 
bers of the family,” as he addresses 


them, gather in the spacious dining 
ue at the inn, which ropriate-

There is a roaring fire in the mas- 
sive stone fireplace, and there is 
turkevgand other Thanksgiving extras 
for all of the 250 patients, employes 
vaste 2 ae who gather at the festal 


Mr. Roosevelt usually talks about. 


the past progress and future hopes 
and plans of the foundation. Some- 
times he mentions in passing the fact 
that he regained his health here in 
the warm spring waters. No doubt 
this year he will mention “Georgia 
Hall,” the new structure which soon 
will take the place of Meriwether 
inn, Georgians throughout the state 
have contributed to the building. 

The president’s Thanksgiving here 
will be spent in his little white cot- 
tage on Pine mountain. It is a sim:. 
ple structure whose porches and win- 
dows command a view of the winding 
mountain roads over which Mr. 
Roosevelt delights in driving a dilap- 
idated little touring car. 

At the vacation cottage Mr. Roose- 
velt usually divides his time between 
conferences, correspondence and rest. 
He takes a. swim and exercises each 


morning in the Warm Springs pool. 


Almost daily.he drives his car about 
the picturesque countryside. 

The last Thanksgiving party came 
shortly after Mr. Roosevelt was elect- 
ed president. Arthur Carpenter, res- 
ident trustee of the foundation, 
echoed the view of every man, woman 
and child at Warm Springs: when 
he said: “Some 20,000,000 Americans 
have discovered what we have known 
for eight years.”

Chapman, of the American Museum 
of Natural History. You can readily 
imagine what a pleasant surprise it 
was to learn of his autobiography 
published on October 23 by D. Apple- 
ton-Century Company. For many 
years these publishers have handled 
the books that this gifted student has 
prepared, and now they have capped 
the list with the story of the rich 
and varied life of Dr. Chapman. “The 
Autobiography of a Bird Lover” is 
more than the story of a scientist's 
life; it isithe epic of American bird 
study. The beginnings of the Audu- 
bon Society, of the American Ornitho- 
logical Union and of pioneer work in 
the protection of birds through a 
widespread educational campaign, are 
details which are closely interwoven 
with the scientific career of Dr, Chap- 
man. ) 

It was with keen interest that I 
learned that Georgia was the site of 
Dr. Chapman’s first association of 
time, place and birds. The occasion 
was that of a visit to his grandparents 
at Milledgeville, and his story of the 
first cardinal is charming. He tells 
of remembering buzzards on the 
ground, but strangely enough, makes 
the point that he does not remember 
seeing them in flight. : 

Of course, Dr. Chapman’s wide ex- 
perience in the tropics is given a great 
deal of attention, since his studies of 
Neotropical birds has been one of the

Beginning as a banker and fulfiil- 
ing his destiny as a master student 
of birds. Frank M. Chapman has done 
more for the beginning student than 
most writers. He has divorced the 
study of birds from maudlin sentimen- 
tality for the beginner, yet has im- 
bued the scientific procedure of or- 
nithology with such high romance that 
his influence will doubtless be felt for 
generations to come. Let me recom- 


mend his life story to all bird lovers.

Someone at Fault in Accidents, 


Director Declares 


“Traffic accidents are not’ unavoid- 
able,” declared W. P. Borland, safety 
director of the interstate commerce 
commission. 

“For all practical purposes there 
is no such thing as an unavoidable 
accident,” he said. “Particularly is 
this true as to collision between two 
automobiles or between two trains, 
for someone is at fault. While casual- 
ties from railroad accidents have been 
decreasing for years, there has been 
a constant increase in the number on 
the highways. 

Mr. Borland further stated that the 
public had developed an apathetic at- 
titude toward automobile accidents, 
partly because those charged with en- 
forcing the traffic laws often term 
them unavoidable. 

There are reckless drivers who run 
down and kill pedestrians, and some- 
times these reckless drivers are found

WATER WORKS SCHOOL 
OPENS AT TECH NOV. 9 


Better drinking water for Georgians 
is the object of a three-day water 
works school to be conducted at Geor- 
gia Tech November 9-11, under the 
auspices of the Georgia state board 
of health. About 50 water works sup- 
erintendents from various parts of 
the state have registered for the 
course.- 

Practical control of water plants 
will be taught, along with the prob- 
lems of sewage disposal. Bacteriologi- 
cal tests used in water control, and 
basic tests necessary in sewage plants 
will be demonstrated.

A Lead-Directing Double. 


BY ELY CULBERTSON,

From time to time I have discussed 
in these pages the double of a slam 
contract which is made for the pur- 
pose of indicating to one’s partner a 
better opening lead than that which 
he might normally make. This infer-

or some signal from the exchange 
or commodity division, that a clearer 
interpretation of the potentialities of 
the gold policy had been made, 

The slow drift. downward in the 
market is shown by month-end Dow- 
Jones averages, which showed indus- 
trials off 6.66 points, rails off 5.01 
points and utilities off 2.53 points 
in October. Sales dropped to 39.- 
312,212 shares, the smallest month 
since March. 

FAVORABLE FACTORS. 

If the monetary situation could be 
put aside momentarily, there were 
some favorable factors before traders. 
including:

Secretary Ickes laid down this pol- 
icy in a letter to Hugh Miller, state 
publicworks engineer for Missouri, 
who had sought the secretary’s opin- 
ion as to whether hearings should be 
held by state boards on applications 
for public works funds for municipal 
plants. 
“Undoubtedly, hearings ought to be 
held,” Ickes told Miller, “but it seems 
to me that it could be taken for grant- 
ed that power interests will oppose 
any municipal electric light projects, 
and after one such protect has n 
heard all have ‘been heard.” 

The secretary also made public a 
letter he had written to Milton H. 
Fies, of the Alabama state advisory 
board, in which he urged speedy ac- 
tion on applications of two cities in 
that state for funds for municipal 
plants, ; 

The letters were released in con- 
nection with charges attributed to 
Governor Pollard. of Virginia,. that 
power interests were seeking to pre- 
vent public works loans through an 
official of the recovery organization. 

The Virginia governor was repre- 
sented as feeling there had been an 
undue delay in consideration of an 
application by the city of Culpepper 
for funds for a municipal plant.
